Court Orders Caba Back 


Council Initially Nixes 
Manager On 8-7 Vote

History was made Monday night when Agawam 
Town Council narrowly passed a) preliminary resolu- 
tion suspending Town Manager Edward A. Caba from 
office for 45 days with pay. 

At the packed Agawam Public Library where approx- 
imately 130 residents attended the special session, the 
majority of councilors took the first step to totally 
remove Caba from office on an 8-7 vote. 

A First 

This was the first time in the town’s thirteen year 
history that any of the town’s four town managers had 
been suspended from office by a council vote. 

The town’s first manager, James D. Westman, faced 
several attempts to oust him from office but all narrow- 
ly failed, 

At presstime, the council was again called into 
special session by Council President Donald Rheault to 
select an acting manager to replace Caba. 

Mentioned at presstime to fill the post was Caba’s 
executive secretary, Kay Pisano, a longtime assistant 
in the manager's office. Although Caba had relin- 
quished his keys to town hall because of the’ suspen- 
sion, he has retained Springfield attorneys Theodore > 
Dimauro and Constance Sweeney in an effort to remain 
in the post he had held for 2% years. 

Councilor Peter Longo, newly-elected from Precinct 
6 last November, read the resolution charging Caba 
yin failure to adequately perform the duties of his of- 

ice. 

The meeting’s outset was marred by applause and 
jeers from the boisterous audience but Rheault quickly 
warned he would clear the hall of spectators should the 
audience interfere with council business. 

After Longo read the resolution, several councilors 
who later voted in favor of retaining Caba in office 
demanded that the resolution specify what the actual 
charges were against Caba. 

Rheault, who has been the main spokesman for the 
group of eight councilors wishing to fire Caba, had 
previously said that a complete lack of communication 
between the manager and council, along with other 
issues, confirmed the need for Caba’s ouster. 

Several of these issues have surfaced in recent 
weeks, including the debate over sewer user fees in 
relation to the hold-up of the town budget; workmen’s 
compensation practices formerly used at town hall, 
and appointment made under Caba’s administration.

A hearing is scheduled to take place in Hampden 
County Superior Court on Friday, February 24th where 
both sides will be appraised of the circumstances and 
present arguments before the court in open dialogue. 

“Ie should be noted the judge’s ruling does not in 
any way negate the council vote - it just places it on 
hold pending next Thursday's hearing. — 

Mrs. Sweeney and former Springfield Mayor 
Theodore Dimauro, who is also representing Caba, will 
argue that the court issue a preliminary injunction 
against any council action to remove Caba. 

This would secure Caba's position at Town Hall un- 
until a trial could be scheduled. 





The Advertiser News was told a group of 14 local 
residents, filed the suit with Judge riffin to seek the 
temporary injunction. : 

Precinct 6 Councilor Peter Longo, who read the 
resolution at Monday's meeting, said he did not expect 
the restraining order to have a significant affect on the 
general direction of the council.

Nardi’s statements come in the wake of this past 
Monday's special session when councilors narrowly 
passed a_preliminary resolution to remove Town 
Manager Edward A. Caba from office. 

Councilors voted 8-7 at that stormy session held 
before a packed house at the Agawam Public Library. 

Nardi today said he is requesting the review of 
Rheault’s performance as council president because of 
“the many, many faults | find with Mr. Rheault as our 
town council president.”’ 

Nardi would not reveal specifics of why he will seek 
a review of Rheault’s stewardship until the Tuesday 
council meeting. 

Despite the many similarities between Nardi’s pro- 
posed action and those taken by Rheault and seven 
other councilors to remove Caba, Nardi said the two 
issues are not related. 

Nardi said he originally placed the issue on the 
council agenda prior to any action taken against the 
town manager. " 

When asked for comment on Nardi’s planned re- 
quest, Rheault said, “I expect an attack on me would 
provide a smoke screen to the real issue before the 
council.

“| think councilors, including Mr. Nardi, are going to 
have to face whether they can defend Mr. Caba‘s 
record as town manager instead of clouding the issue,” 
Rheault further commented. 

At Monday night’s meeting, Nardi was highly 
critical of the move to oust Caba from office and said 
the town faced dire consequences and legal implica- 
tions if Caba was fired. 

Nardi placed a similar agenda item before the coun- 
cil against former Council President Benjamin 
Lockhart after Lockhart and other councilors attemp- 
ted to remove the town’s first manager, James D. 
Westman from office in the mid-1970’s. 

The effort to fire Westman failed but Nardi’s efforts 
to remove Lockhart succeeded. Lockhart was replaced 
as council president by former Councilor Richard 
Theroux who is now the town clerk.

Mrs. Nelsen said she needed more information about 
what the actual charges against Caba were before she 
could support it. : 

Long time Caba supporter Frederick Nardi .of 
Precinct 1 said the council could face dire conse 
quences if they fired Caba without specific reasons 
Nardi said Caba could take the town to court and be 
compensated a large sum of money because of the ac- 
tion. 

At-large Councilor Andrew C. Gallano flatly called 
the action against Caba an attempt to “railroad him 
out of office. He said townspeople were sick and 
tired’ of the constant problems in town government 
which he says is created by the council. , > 

“Without any specific charges in the resolution, I'd 
ay, this is a kangaroo court,” said Gallano. 

heault rebutted the statements, saying, “Our ac- 
tions and resolution fulfill the requirements set forward 
in the town charter. The charge before you is that the 
manager has failed to adequately perform his duties of 
office.” 

Through the maze of charges and counter-charges 
aimed by the conflicting anti-Caba, pro-Caba coun- 
cilors, Rheault later said, “The charges are as specific 
as | can imagine they could be. 

Making All The Noise 

“It's unfortunate, but revealing, that all of the coun- 
cilors making all the noise have not made one single 
statement to argue that the manager has performed his 
duties well,” Rheault added. 

Caba has five days from receipt of the preliminary 
resolution to suspend him (he received it Tuesday mor- 
ning) to file for a public hearing to defend his ad- 
ministration. 

Caba and his attorney's have said they would take 
advantage of the hearing and fight the ouster " every 
step the way.’ They have not ruled out taking the issue 
to court in a civil suit.” 

The public hearing must be called no later than 30 
days of submission of his request. 

Monday night’s meeting was the climax of a conflict 
between Caba and several of the veteran councilors 
and was joined by five new councilors who entered of- 
fice in January. 

The most fierce public battle erupted after the Mon- 
day, February 6th meeting, called the stormiest council 
meeting in years. 

Caba has repeatedly said he remains unsure of why 
part of the council membership wishes to remove him. 
Voting for the preliminary resolution to suspend 
Caba were Councilors Daniel Lacienski, Thomas 
Locke, Jack Shaughnessy, Paul Trimboli, Neil Blatt, Ed- 
ward Borgatti, Longo, and Rheault. 

Voting against the resolution were Councilors Paul 
Paleologopoulos, Alfred Trehey, Phillip DeForge, 
Mario DeLucchi, Nardi, and Gallano.

Longo said Wednesday night, “We still have the 
same basic problems we've always had with the 
manager. ‘The reasons we sought to remove Caba 
from office haven't suddenly disappeared.”” 

In a voice filled with elation, Caba said, “I couldn't 
be happier with the immediate decision and Ill be very 
glad to get back to work.’ 

Caba added, “My main hope now is that we can 
make the lines of communication between the council 
and my office shorter and more clear so we can work 
together for the town. | will do everything possible to 
find the formula that will make things work.” 

Mrs. Sweeney argued before the court that the coun- 
cil had acted improperly in rejecting Councilor Paul 
Paleologopoulos* charter objection on the vote to sus- 
pend Caba from office for 45 days, pending more coun- 
cil action to eventually fire him. 

A charter objection is a parliamentary move allowed 
by the town charter that automatically delays, for one 


time only, any council action until the next meeting. 

Town Council President Donald M. Rheault refused 
to allow the charter objection. 

Violation Of Open Meeting Law 

Mrs. Sweeney also argued before the court, she told 
us, that the council may have taken part in violation of 
the open meeting laws; failure to properly notify the! 
manager of his impending dismissal and failure to cite 
specific charges against the manager for his dismissal. 

The resolution passed Monday night said that Caba 
had failed to adequately perform the duties of his of 


fice. 
Town Solicitor Lambert Ollari represented the coun- 


cil at the closed court session. 

Longo said the council would issue specific charges 
against the manager's performance of duties. ‘“But on- 
ly at the proper time. The details of our concerns will 
be fully discussed,” Longo concluded.

Caba Might Sue Town 
Over Job Action

Following Monday night's dramatic Town Council 
meeting when councilors voted 8-7 to suspend Town 
Manager Edward A. Caba from office, two Springfield 
attorney's representing him said they may file suit 
against the action on Caba’s behalf. 

Caba has retained former Springfield Mayor Theor- 
dore Dimauro and Attorney Constance Sweeney to act 
as legal counsel during the crisis facing him. 

Declined Comment 

Caba declined comment about the council action 
but has previously said he would seek a public hearing 
on the move to oust him as required by the town 


charter. : 
Mrs. Sweeney said the charge in the resolution said 


that Caba has failed to perform adequately “is not a 
charge at all.”’ 

She added, “It would be like trying to catch a cloud 
to determine what might be meant by this and 
establish a response.” 

Mrs. Sweeney said a lack of specific charges may 
prompt legal action. 

The Springfield attorney further cited the possibility 
of improper notification to the manager prior to Town 
Council President Donald Rheault calling for the 
meeting on Thursday, February 9th. 

Rheault cancelled: that meeting because the public 
notice was posted 24-hours before the meeting would 
take place. 

According to the state’s open meeting law, a 
48-hour notice is required for public meetings unless 
an emergency exists. 

Rheault, at the beginning of last Thursday’s special 
session, said he was re-posting the special session to 
comply with the 48-hour open meeting law rule. 

Mrs. Sweeney said she was also investigating the 
possible violation of the open meeting law as a further 
point of legal consideration.on Caba’s behalf. 

She declined to provide any substantiating 
statements about her concerns and again confirmed 
that legal action might begin before the council takes 
final action on the manager's dismissal.

Last week, Police Of- 
ficers James Frantz and 
James Lewis discussed 
the various precautions 
women must take to pre- 
vent a situation where 
rape could occur. The two 
local police officers made 
the following observa- 
tions and suggestions if 
the worse does happen. 


Despite all precautions, 
rape can happen to 
anyone. Detectives Franz 
and Lewis suggest that 
women should be 
prepared, ‘‘just in case.” 
If you are attacked, think, 
don’t panic...talk, lie, 
cheat. Use passive 
resistance if you feel you 
are in danger. 

Passive resistance 
could be vomiting or tell- 
ing your attacker you are 
pregnant or have a 
venereal disease, 
anything that might put 
him off. Frantz suggests 
that you evaluate your 
situation, Is escape a 
realistic possibility? Will 
anyone nearby hear if you 
scream? Your voice is 
your best weapon. 


Active resistance is not 
recommended, but if you 
decide to fight, don’t hold 
back. Remember, if all 
else fails, to get a good 
description - of him, his 
car, anything that will aid 
police in finding the at- 
tacker.

Detective Lewis ad- 
vises, “If you are the vic- 
tim of a sexual assault, 
tell someone right away.” 
And report it to the 
police. Seek medical at- 
tention - both physical 
and emotional care. Go to 
the hospital as you are 
-don't bathe or change 
your clothes. 

“Hospitals and doctors 
in Massachusetts will not 
report a rape without your 
consent. Contact a rape 
crisis counselor, or ask 
the police or hospital to 
do it for you.” 

\f you report the rape to 
the police, they will ask 
questions to determine a 
description of the crime 
and the assailant, and 
take you to the hospital. 

When you have receiv- 
ed medical care, the 
police will want to talk 
with you to try to 
_establish the identity of 
the rapist. 

Detective Lewis said, 
“This must be done fairly 
soon, while the informa- 
tion is still fresh in the vic- 
tim’s memory, usually 
within 24 hours.” 

Lewis added, “If you've 
been raped,. | encourage 
you to report it. If you 
don’t want to prosecute, 
you don’t have to. But if 
you decide many days or 
weeks after the rape to 
prosecute, you'll have 
laid the groundwork while 
it is still fresh in your 
mind. We'll have a better 
chance of catching him.” 

All 
kinds of men, from all dif- 
ferent backgrounds. Most 
are young, many are mar- 
ried.

casual acquaintance, a 
neighbor, or a_ total 
stranger. 


He can be a boyfriend 
or husband who compels 
you to submit by threat of 
bodily injury. Most rapes 
occur between 8 p.m. and 
2 a.m, and many happen 
in the woman's own 
home. 

The rapist’s motive is 
not sexual, the issue is 
violence. If you have been 
raped, or become the vic- 
tim in a rape - the trauma 
cannot be undone, but 
you can report it to pre- 
vent the rapist from at- 
tacking again. Your 
Privacy is protected. 

The victim’s name is 
not part of any public 
record. And the laws in 
this state have changed, 
so that the victim is no 
longer on trial as in the 
Past. 


Not Prosecuting May 
Lead To A Repeat . 


If you don‘t prosecute, 
the rapist is likely to 
repeat the crime and 
repeaters are usually in- 
creasingly violent. 

If you choose not to 
report or prosecute, “at 
least tell someone,” sug- 
gests Detective Lewis, ‘to 
help yourself.’ Victims re- 
main unable to'reorganize 
their lives until they 
receive emotional support 
and reassurance, the of- 
ficer added.

humorous observations in her Agawam Adver- 
tiser|News Light Stuff, was recently guest speaker at 
that organization's regular monthly meeting February 
9th. 


Books Help Deal With Insecurities 
She told the gathering that children experience many 
insecurities, fears, and challenges as they develop into 


young adults. Fortunately, books help children deal 
with these problems in a way which makes them seem 
less important. 


Ms, Hofmann suggests that books be routinely read 


to children at special, quiet times of the day, such as 
bedtime. She says that even the very young one and 
two-year-olds benefit from listening to their parents 


read to them while observing illustrations. 

Starbaby, by Frank Asch is an excellent book which 
she recommends for this particularly young age group. 

Another worry of youngsters is that their parents will 
stop loving them if they do something really bad. Ms. 
Hofmann says that the delightful book, Even If I Did 
Something Awful, by Barbara Shook Hazen addresses 
itself to this common fear. 

The popular librarian said dealing with competi- 
tion among peers is another frequent concern of 
adolescents. Author Helme Heine’s book The Most 
Wonderful Egg In The World offers a satisfying solu- 
tion to which children can easily relate. 

Is there a particular member of your household who 
just can‘t keep a family secret? Mert The Blurt has the 
same problem but finds a job where his “gift of gab” is 
an asset, Ms. Hofmann said.

dilemma which all youngsters encounter at sometime 
during their youth. Noel The Coward by Robert Kraus 
is a book which sensibly offers a non-violent solution 
to this problem, states Ms. Hofmann. 

She explained that sex instruction books are always 
in demand and range in information from the very 
general to the most detailed. 

She:cautions parents that children really do not wish 
to be told too much too soon. 

Mrs. Hofmann suggests that adults read these books 
first before sharing them with their children. Two 
books by Peter Mayle, Where Did I Come From and 
What’s Happening To Me are well-written but are also 
very controversial. 

Ms. Hofmann points out that a child’s first hospital 
visit can be extremely terrifying. A book such as Why 
Am I Going To The Hospital? can prepare a youngster 
for his interment as well as dispel any unwarranted 
fears. 

How to explain the concept of death to a child is 
beautifully handled in the book The Fall Of Freddie 
The Leaf by Leo Buscaglia. 

Ms. Hofmann notes that sometimes parents are so 
caught up in their own grief that they are unable to talk 
about their feelings with their child. 

According to her, this book can make a difference in 
the matter in which a child handles grief. 

We Remember Philip is another excellently written 
book which deals with the death of a classmate.

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Granger Students Get 


Outer Space Lesson

Students at Clifford M. Granger School recently 
witnessed first-hand what type of space suits 
astronauts aboard the space shuttle “‘Challenger’”’ were 
wearing. 

According to school principal James H. Loomis Jr., 
students in grades K-5 were shown one of the original 
spacesuits which were developed for N.A.S.A. by 
Hamilton Standard Laboratories in Windsor Locks, 
Conn. 

John Provencer, a Hamilton-Standard engineer, ex- 
plained to students why new spacesuits were 
‘developed as well as from what materials they are 
made during his visit to the elementary school 
February 3rd. 

Provencer, who helped develop the original 
spacesuit, also instructed the youngsters about rocket 
engines and the space shuttle Challenger. 

Moreover, models as well as filmstrips were used to 
help students understand various aspects of the space 
Program. . 5 

Loomis points out that each classroom presentation, 
which lasted approximately 35 minutes, concluded 
with an informative and well-received question and 
answer period. 

He notes that the students, who watched the space 
shuttle lift-off in school, thoroughly enjoyed speaking 
with Mr. Provencer who talked to each grade on its own 
level of understanding. 

Loomis said this is the second year Hamilton Stan- 
dard has volunteered one of its employees and space 
equipment for the day-long presentation at Granger 
School. : 

He recalls engineer Larry McNamara visiting the 
school in 1982 and is hopeful that the bi-annual visits 
will continue so that students will be kept up-to-date on 
new developments within the nation’s space program. 

"Children are this country’s future. It’s important 
that they be kept well in‘ormed and interested in space 
exploration,’ said Loomis.

Bay Path College 
Receives State Funds 


Bay Path Junior College has been awarded a total of 
$12,500 in state funds for use in three new pilot finan- 
cial aid programs created by the Massachusetts Board 
of Regents of Higher Education. Included in the total 
are $5,000 to be used for a Work Study Program, 
$3,500 for a Low Interest Loan Program, and $4,000 
for an Adult Learners Program. 

These new programs are to be implemented during 
the spring semester with all funds expended for student 
assistance by June 30th, and will aid a number of 
Massachusetts residents who are enrolled at Bay Path. 

The Work Study Program will place students in 
educationally related employment assignments which, 

at Bay Path, will be primarily on campus. The Loan 
| Program will provide loans to state residents at 5 per- 
cent interest. This is a lower interest rate than either 
the Guaranteed Students loans at 8 percent, or the 
Parents Loans for Undergraduate Students at 12 per- 


ent. 
The Adult Learners Program will provide financial 
assistance to women enrolled in Bay Path’s Continuing

To Tim Sunstrom

For the past 10 years, students of the Agawam High 
Schoo! accounting club have raised monies for senior 
scholarships by preparing short federal and state in- 
come tax forms. 

This year, however, the 13-member club will donate 
the proceeds to the ‘Timmy Fund,” an account set up 
for a local 15-year-old boy suffering from leukemia. 

Timmy Sunstrom, a ninth grade junior high student 
who resides at 119 Corey Colonial, has been undergo- 
ing chemotherapy for acute lymblastic leukemia. 

Fund To Help Defray Medical Costs 

Because of the astronomical medical expenses his 
family must incur while Timmy receives treatment, 
neighbors at Corey Colonial have initiated a special 
fund in an effort to help defray these medical costs. 

According to accounting teacher Rudy Altobelli, 
club members raised approximately $200 last year and 
are hopeful of raising at least the same amount, if not 
more, this year. 

He explains that club members, who are junior and 
senior advanced accounting students, will prepare the 
short federal and state forms for a $5 fee. Altobelli 
reports that most income tax services presently charge 
$20 for completing the short forms which makes the 
club fee a real bargain for local residents. 

The club director points out that the majority of the 
tax forms the club presently receives are from senior 
high students. 

He says, however, that he is hopeful crea residents, 
especially senior citizens who may have poor eye sight, 
and are on fixed incomes, will become involved in the 
club’s efforts and avail themselves of the discounted 
tax service. 

Altobelli, a 20-year, self-employed tax expert, says 
that residents may leave their tax forms along with 
their home telephone numbers in the senior high office. 

All forms, which will be completed and returned to 
residents within two days time, will be carefully re- 
checked and verified for accuracy by Altobelli. 

Besides providing good practical experience for ac- 
counting club members, the project is a worthy cause, 
one which students, who know Timmy’s older brother 
Tom, a senior, feel “hits close to home.” 

Altobelli said that if the tax project is successful, his 
students may become involved in other future “Timmy 
Fund’ projects such as car washes, senior hat sales, 
and bake sales. 

He notes that all monies raised will be donated to 
the “Timmy Fund” before the end of the school year. 

Altobelli explains that the accounting club, which 
was originated 18 years ago, meets both during class 
periods and after school. 

Officers for this year are Arden Guffy, president; 
Darlene Vignato, vice-president; Patty Wojcik, 
treasurer; and Kent Porth, fundraising chairman. 

Club Annually Hosts Guest Speakers 

Besides past trips to the New York Stock Exchange, 
the club annually hosts guest speakers from the Mass. 
Dept. of Revenue as well as local certified public ac- 
countants. 

Club members state that they are hopeful residents 
will be supportive of the tax project to which they are 
completely dedicated. Even though monies raised 
would have benefitted them in the form of scholar- 
ships, members philosophize that they have plenty of 
time in which to earn money, attend college, and 
become successful. 

“Me have our whole lives ahead of us, but Timmy 
only has now. If we can help to prolong his life by eas- 
ing the financial burden on his family, then we feel we 
have been successful,” declares club president Arden 


uffey.

When Washington was 20 his half brother Lawrence, 
died and left him Mount Vernon.

Both George and Martha had estates of considerable 
worth, and it is said that at this period he devoted his 
time to managing their finances. There is no evidence 
that George received any 
ancestors in England. 


The ancestral home, Sulgrave Manor, is evidence of 
considerable means. The house was built by Lawrence 
Washington in 1560. Colonel John Washington, 
George's great-grandfather, left Sulgrave Manor in 
1656 to settle in Virginia. George had little interest in 
geneology, per se, and when questioned, seemed 
unaware of, or not interested in, the ancestral home. 
However, today it is one of the few unofficial places in 
England to fly the American flag. 


A visit to this beautiful estate is truly an unforget- 
table experience. One little, sidelight on my visit there 
was quite amusing. The charming hostess with her 
delightful English accent used a British turn of phrase: 
“It is too bad you weren’t here last week because now 
the daffodils have gone over.’’ However, the gardens 
were exquisitely beautiful even without their

George Washington’s portraits we come across seem 
so austere that it was nice to uncover that he was a jol- 
ly man and enjoyed many fun times with his two step- 
children.

On Monday there will be a parade claimed to be the 
nation’s largest celebrating this day. 

So, no matter what you do to enjoy your Monday 
holiday, perhaps at some point you will turn your 
thoughts to Alexandria, Virginia and to the great 
statesman whom we are honoring.

But instead 
of spending her current break in New York City, she 
decides to head for Birchville, Vermont. 

Not only does her vacation spot offer the rustic tran- 
quility she wanted, but Crane’s temporary residence 
seems like something from one of her books. This New 
England house is believed to be the location of a cache 
of stolen diamonds, yet no one has been able to find 
the loot since the estate’s owner died, : 

At first, the novelist has no intention of looking for 
the diamonds, but she soon finds herself caught up in 
this enigma when bodies turn up in the downstairs 
closet of the country house.

Dudley’s Back On Track 
In Unfaithfully Yours 


Dudley Moore’s career seems to have been in a rut 
for the past couple of years. Not only did his last three 
pictures (Six Weeks, Lovesick, and Romantic Comedy) 
fail to make big bucks at the box office, but his perfor- 
mances in these pictures indicated a growing sense of 
apathy toward his roles. Fortunately, in his newest 
movie, Unfaithfully Yours, Moore takes the rust off of 
his acting skills and shows us the spirit which made 
him famous in J0 and Arthur. 

Based on the 1948 Preston Sturges comedy of the 
same title, Unfaithfully Yours deals with one man’s 
jealousy and how that jealousy impairs his rational 
thinking. Claude Eastman (Moore) is a middle-aged or- 
chestra conductor who's married to a young, Italiani 
movie star named Daniella (Nastassja Kinski). In fact, 
he is twice her age, and this difference in years worries 
him whenever she’s around younger men. 

Upon returning from a tour, Claude discovers tha 
his valet (Richard Libertini) had a detective follow 
Daniella during his absence. When his boss said, 
“Keep any eye on her,’ the servant thought that he| 
meant a private eye. 


Despite this mix-up in instructions, the conductor is ry] 


glad to have the detective’s report because it appears 
that his wife is having an affair with Maximillian Stein 
(Armand Assante), a young violinist in his orchestra. 
As time goes by, Claude’s anger over Daniella’s 
presumed infidelity grows until he decides to get even 
with her and Max. 

Until the second half, Unfaithfully Yours is a flawed 
comedy that’s barely funny. Director Howard Zieff 
(Private Benjamin) makes the story predictable by us- 
ing cliches which grew old during the first season of 
Three's Company. 

In one scene, Claude follows Daniella to a pay phone 
and hears her laughing during the course of her conver- 
sation with the party on the other line. He, of course, 

assumes that she’s talking to Max, but we know that 
she's speaking to someone else. 

Another gimmick that’s employed to keep the plot 
going is the lack of communication which can occur 
between people. When Max tells Claude that he is hav- 
ing an affair with a married woman, the young violinist 


doesn’t realize that the conductor think’s he talking @ 


about Daniella, Claude, meanwhile, doesn’t know that+ 
Max is referring to someone other than his wife (when 
will filmmakers learn that this is the kind of stuff which 
has been the demise of countless television sitcoms?). 

The movie comes to life, however, once the jealous 
conductor devises a scheme in which he kills Daniella 
and Max gets blamed for her murder. The humor in the 
following scenes succeeds because we see how' 
Claude’s plan runs like clockwork in his mind and how) 
it backfires in operation. Another reason why this por 
tion of the picture works may be the fact that it’s 
similar to the original version, which is now considered 
a classic. 

While the film's creators deserve credit for eventual- 
ly improving it, it is Moore's performance which makes 
Unfaithfully Yours as good as it is. He puts a frantic 
energy into his role and, as he’s done in previous pic- 
tures, uses his short stature as a source of comedy. 
Since this movie is his best one since Arthur, it's no 
wonder that this performance is Moore's finest since’ 
that 1981 hit; after all, when an actor stars in a bomb 
like Six Weeks, it is difficult for him to do an en- 
thusiastic job. 

Like the script, Kinski takes time to get better. At 
first, her acting is rather stiff and her bogus Italian ac- 
cent makes it difficult for her to be understood. Later 
on in the film, however, Kinski’s performance is more 
convincing and her accent doesn’t interfere with her 
dialogue. This young actress isn’t ready to win an 
Oscar, but at least she doesn’t make a fool out of 
herself like she did in last year’s Exposed. 

Unfaithfully Yours is just an average comedy, but it 
will please Moore’s fans and quell their doubts that the 
British comic actor has lost the ability to do what he 
does best - to make people laugh.

The Agawam High boys basketball team lost a 
30-pointer to the talented hands of strong city quintet 
Classical, 62-32 in the near empty Springfield Civic 
Center Tuesday “afternoon.

AHS Boys Finish With 
Water-Win Over WS

In schoolboy swimming action, the Agawam High 
swimmers easily sank the West Side Terriers, 84-58 for 
the first time in the program’s 12-year history last Fri- 
day in West Side. 

The win upped Agawam’s record to a respectable 
5-9 record that fell short of the pre-season hopes of the 
locals seriously challenging for the Division B title. 

“It felt good to finally beat West Springfield. We an- 
ticipated that we would do well and it was a good way 
to finish the season,” said coach Dave Smith. 

The conclusion of the regular schedule sounds the 
bell for the Western Mass. tournament which gets 
underway Thursday, February 16th at Springfield Col- 
lege. Of course, a strong favorite to sweep through.the 
tournament will be Agawam’‘s incomparable Paul 
Talbot, the defending schoolboy champ in the 50 and 
100-yard freestyle events. 

Talbot charged through his senior year at an 
undefeated clip and against West Springfield it was no 
different. He recorded a 22.45 in the 50 and a 49.46 in 
the 100 as he tuned-up for the post-season. 

Diver Fred Depka, a Brownie who could create waves 
in the tournament, established another school record 
with his best performance ever (199.10 total points). 

Despite his excellence, Depka placed second to Ter- 
rier rival Dave O'Connor who tallied a 199.75. ‘You 
can’t get much closer than that,’’ said Smith about the 
diving competition. 

The locals jumped ahead after the first event, the 
200-yard medley relay (Talbot, Depka, Chris Wood, 
and Jeff Hastings) with a winning time of 2:03.67.

The evidence is piling up. Our woods aren’t empty, 
as they've seemed all winter. They're full of animals; 
hungry ones. They've left their winter calling cards for 
you to see, not on the ground, but on the trees. 
Tree Evidence Remains 

Paw prints in the snow have melted away. Droppings 
have been washed out by our freakish winter rains. Bird 
songs and the howls of coyotes are gone when uttered, 
but tree evidence remains. 
ee se ee in res bark, gnaw marks on bushes 
and whole saplings whose twigs are stri f 
Who did all this? : ee ie 
Some of the detective work is easy. A tree felled by 
beavers leaves a short, sharp stump a few inches above 
the ground with wood chips strewn about. And there’s 
la.water space nearby with other felled trees. That's too 
simple a mystery. ‘ 
What about large patches of bark gnawed from 
trunks that leave beaver-sized tooth marks but doesn’t 
a the wood of the tree? Porcupines have been 

re. 

If the snow melts from beneath a bush and you find 
the twigs gnawed below the snow line, meadow mice 
have been feasting in the safety of snow cover. Their 
jextensive tunneling under the snow leaves runways 
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that persist for days, packed into the dead grass. 


Twigs nipped off higher on the bush may have been || 


a rabbit's meal. Look for bark gnawed nearby. Deer 
browse on twigs, too, but they leave ragged, splintered 
ends on the branches. 

Woodpecker handiwork is a good challenge for 
nature detectives. Each different species leaves dif- 
ferent sorts of holes behind as they forage for insects 
beneath the bark of trees. Large, rectangular holes are 
excavated by the pileated woodpecker, largest member 
of the family in our woods. 

Downy and Hairy woodpeckers leave tidier drilling 
sites behind. But who makes those precise rows of 
holes spiraling around the limbs of fruit trees? 

The yellow-bellied sapsucker works patiently, 
methodically, drilling his little holes at even intervals 
around the trunk. 

Yes, there is a bird by that name - it is no joke. His 
belly IS yellow, though he does not suck sap. He's a 
tiny bird whose main problem is that no one can say 
his name with a straight face. Under this social han- 
dicap, he has retreated into a solitary workaholic 
lifestyle. Pity. 

Bear Marks A Treasured Find 

Bears do reach high against the trunk of a tree to 
gouge at the bark with their claws and bobcats 
(perhaps even panthers) sharpen their claws on old 
logs in the western Massachusetts woods, but these 
signs are rare, and a treasured find. 

We're going to head out this weekend to look for 
those woody animal signs, part of the “’spoor’’ that 
good trackers notice almost unconsciously. 
> For once, the noise and bustle of children will be no 
hindrance in our stalking, and every additional set of 
eyes increases our chance of a successful “hunt.” 
Perhaps we'll see you there!

Assisting him during the 
year are: vice president Paul Christman, treasurer Bir- 
nie Paine Jr., recording secretary Frank Freeman, finan- 
cial secretary Birnie Paine Sr., and elected to the Board 
of Directors are Ralph Webster and John Ferioli. . 

The club has commenced its annual turkey shoots to 
be held every Sunday until further notice. The event 
will commence at | p.m. and guns will be available. 
The annual banquet will be held Saturday, March 24th 
at 7:30 p.m. in the club house. 

A reminder to deer hunters that March 15th, 1984 is 
the deadline for state land shotgun and state land 
muzzleloader permit applications for the Connecticut 
lottery. You may apply for both a state land shotgun 
and a state land muzzleloader permit, but only one of 
these will be issued to any individual for state land. 

Also, no archery, private land muzzleloader, private 
land shotgun or free landowner permit applications 
will be accepted until after July Ist, 1984. Over the 
counter sales of these permits will not be made prior to 
two weeks before each season opens. 

This fall, the archery deer season will run from Oc- 
tober Ist through November 21st. The muzzleloader 
deer season will begin on Thanksgiving Day and run 
through December Ist. The shotgun deer season on 
state land has been split into an A season (December 
3rd - December 8th) and a B season (December 10th to 
19th). 

Application Period Open For Moose Season 

The application period is now open for Maine’s 
moose hunting season. Application blanks may be ob- 
tained by sending a self-addressed envelope to: Moose 
Application, Maine Fish an Wildlife Dept. Augusta, 
Maine 04333. 

Maine’s law allows each moose permit holder to 
name another hunter to accompany him or her. Their 
limit is one moose. 

Hunter success has averaged 84% over the past 
three seasons. The heaviest bull taken weighed 1,330 
pounds, field-dressed. Several have had Boone and 
Crockett qualifying racks. 

Application fees to enter the drawing are $10 for 
non-residents, $5 for residents. Fees are non- 
refundable. 

Moose hunting permits cost $200 for non-residents 
and $25 for resident hunters. In addition, moose 
hunters must have a 1984 Maine hunting license.
